And IbeComiilicaliou* Rcitulllni; from
the Doctor'* Death,

Guenther Bchnelle, the murderer of hia

uncle, Dr. Guenther Schucbardt, continues to

improve. His preliminary examination will
be conducted by Squire W. H. Caldwell, and
will take place at 10 o'clock this forenoon at
the jail office. Col. W. W. Arnett was yes¬
terday appointed by Squire Caldwell to assiat
W.J. W. Cowden, Esq,,, in the defense of
Bchnelle. The family still utterly refuse to
employ counsel or do anything for their im¬
prisoned brother, saying that he has never

been a brother to them and now he can shift
for himself.
Messrs. Cowden and Arnett visited 8chnelle

at the jail yesterday, aud bad a consultation
with him. They concluded that it would be
best to go through the formality of an exam¬

ination and not waive it, and wait for the
meeting of the Grand Jury.
Mr. William Kuckuck, of the 8outh Side,

ia a nephew of Dr. Bohuchardl'a lute wife.
He objects to the generalityof the statement
made by Mrs. Wendel Dickescheid, a sinter of
tbe Doctor, to a reporter of the Cincinuatl
Oomnitrclal OauUe, and printed in yesterday's
Iktkluokmckb, that Dr. 8ohucbardt waa ill-
ways afraid of being poisoned or assassinated
by his wife's relatives.

The work of extending the Bellair*, Zinei*
ville & Cincinnati narrow gauge railroad
goes quietly but steadily on. The Caldwell,
Ohio, Republican says:
One mile and a half of the narrow gange

has been laid westward from Woodtfleld,
and the work will go steadily on. The track-
layers are contident they will reach Summer-
Held by May 1st Track laying has also com¬
menced at the Zinesville end, and it if the
expectation to have the line completed and
cars running by August. The Perryopolis
tunnel, between this place and Sarahsvllle,
is now 230 feet underground aud forging
steadily ahead with a large force of hands at

both ends. A large force of hands between
this place and Suinuierlleld arc rapidly tin-
ishing up the grade preparatory to track
laying. West of this place we do not know
what route the ruad will take, but it looks
now, since via Hoskinsville nobody will take
stock, that a third rail will be laid on the
Duck Creek road as far as Belle Valley,
thence through Hiramaburg to Cumberland.

Joseph Beeves, of Greene county, Pa., met
with an accident on the Baltimore »fc Onio
railroad a year and a half since, for which be
brought suit against the compay. Mr.
Beeves was going to visit a relative, and told
the conductor of the train where he was go¬
ing, and the latter told Mr. Beeves he would
stop at the little way station. The station
was not a ticket station, aud the traiu didn't
stop as he promised Mr. Beeves, but ran on

past some distance, and Mr. Beeves was let
otTin the dark of nightiu a strango country
and undertook to walk back to the station.
In doing so he fell through a trestle-work,

broke hia leg, and lay there till morning be¬
fore help arrived. It was several months be¬
fore he recovered sufHciently to reach his
home, aud his business suffered in the mean*
time. Mr. Beeves bruughtsuit at Washing¬
ton, the nearest point on the Baltimore <s
Ohio Bailroad.

A bill was introduced in the Ohio 8enate

Wednesday, which makes the par value of
each share of stock of tbeCinciiiuati, Wheel¬
ing & New York Bailroad Company $100. The
road, it is wtfd. has consolidated with the
Southern Pennsylvania, Vanderhilt's new

system, of which the shares are $100 each.
The two want to come togother alike aud be
able to put their stock on the market, and
under Ohio laws the shares of railroad stock
are $50 each. While this would make an ex-

ceptionxl case in order to aid in the work of
consolidation, it would seem to be a very
nice thing for the stockholders to have their
blocks doubled.

Thettource of the Ohio nt Wheeling.
The Pittsburgh Commercial-Gazette says: A

very interesting aud at the same time pecu¬
liar railway map has just beeu issued by the
Wheeling & Lake hirie Kailroad Company,
the terminal points of which are Wheeling
and Toledo. It rather surpasses the general
run of railroad maps in showing the advan¬
tages of the road, in this map the Ohio river
starts at Wheeling, from which point south
its course is marked by flowing wide lines,
but north a faintly perceptible line truces the
course of the Allegheny river. The Monon-
gahela river does not appear at all on the
map, which changes considerably the cboro-
graphical appearance of Western Pennsyl¬
vania.

A meeting of the stockholders of the Balti¬
more Short Line, extending from Athens, O.,
to tielpre, opposite I'arkersburg, will be held
Saturday to consider a proposition to sell the
line to the Cincicuati, Washington & Balti¬
more Company.
There is some doubt about the Kentucky

Central and Chesapeake & Ohio being able to
establish their ferry transfer between Cincin¬
nati and Covington.
Miss Mary E, Keunard, who was injured at

araiiroad crossing about a mile east of Bar*
nesville last September, has sued the Balti¬
more & Ohio Company, laying damages at
$10,000. Ever since the accident Miss Ken-
nard has been partially paralyzed.

A Brilliant Affklr at the Opart Boom

Last evening's concert was opened bySuppe's overture to "Pique Dime," which
was played with taste and expression by tbe

rangement, there being one or two exquisite
